the Provincetown Playhouse, New York: 
lusty meat and ale of life for the honest 
palate that revels in the true flavor of 
things as they are. This drama festival 
is S. S. Glencairn, Eugene O'Neill's four 
episodes of the sea, unified into a grip- 
ping whole, revived for the second time 
by the Provincetown Players, with 10 
members of the original cast and some 
of the “young bloods” of the theater 
known to Broadway. 

To those familiar with the history 
of the original Provincetown Theater 
and its wharf playhouse, which first 
housed these dramas of the sea, the 
crudity of the old Provincetown Theater. 


New York, seemed to take on wharf 
playhouse atmosphere. The audience 
found much to marvel at in the realistic 
effect of filthy decks of the tramp 
schooner S. S. Glencairn and the suc- 
cess of the actors in achieving such 


sublimely sea-stale attire and such per- 
fectly unkempt makeup 

The first episode. The Moon of the 
Caribbees, with the crew of the tramp 
steamer rousing itself lazily from the 
lethargic spell of the West Indies moon- 
light and abandoning itself to an un- 
lovely drunken revel, held the audience 
spellbound for several minutes after the 
curtain descended And then enthu- 
siastic applause as the lights went up. 
And what an audience! Connoisseurs of 
the drama packed as tight as the pro- 
verbial sardines, but blissfully oblivious 
of the crowding, as they lost themselves 
=s sea of stark and briny drama 


J. Ballentine, who directed the 
play, does excellent acting in the first 
episode, and later on in the second 


episode, In the Zone, a wartime theme, 
plays with irresistible pathos the part 
of Smitty, gentle-mannered sailor, mis- 
understood by his hearty mates and 
lashed to the bunks, while the mates 
violate the privacy of a little tin box, 
believing Smitty a German spy. But the 
box contained evidence of a pitiful love 
affair 

Byron Russell, as a hefty Irish sea- 
man, Driscoll, roared his way thru. the 
four episodes with admirably sustained 
gusto, dropped briefly to play, with fine 
repression, “nurse” to the young sailor, 
Yank, who died in the third episode,

Yank, who died after reviewing the 
futility of the sailor's life, its “hard 
work, poor pay, bum food and never 
meeting any nice people.” was played

The action takes place on a night in June, 
and on the morning and afternoon of the 
following day. 

People have been all too ready to ac- 
claim the genius of the German theater, 
the Russian theater and numerous other 
national theaters Let it be said here 
and now that when the American thea- 


ter can produce a play such as Street 
Scene it need bow its head to no other. 
Here is stark, drab realism at its ut- 


most, and we say without hesitation that 
this is the finest piece of realism to be 
seen anywhere 


It is such a simple story. this epic 
of the tragedy, the love, the passion, 
the monotonous routine that may be 


found in the squalid life in any one of 
the thousands of down-at-the-heel old 
brownstone tenements that line the 
sidewalks of many of New York's poorer 
streets. Simple, yes, much like the life 
it so earnestly depicts, but in that utter 
simplicity Hes its tremendous power, its 
beauty and its Somber poetry 

After viewing Street Scene it is nuard 
to know Whether to praise Elmer Rice 
most for his play or the manner in 
which he has directed it Certainly it 


is a perfect example of staging that he 
has iven it Free, casy and yet so 
complicated that it is almost miraculous 
the manner in which he has succeeded 
in creating the illusion. With 60 peo- 
ple in the cast, Rice moves them per- 
fectly in a setting that fs almost “in 


one”, that of a sidewalk before a tene- 
ment. 

There is not the slightest overdrawing 
of characters, nor the straining of lines 
or situations. Street Scene just is. It 
is just about a perfect photograph of 
this phase of New York life. There are 
times when the action lags and there 
lull, but that is no fault, for it i 
a major part of living such as is depicted 
here and this play is doggedly true to 

environment : 

Street Scene most specifically con- 
cerns the cramped life of the Maurrants. 
The Mrs. is an attractive woman of 40 
who craves kindness and appreciation, 
but who can look for none from her 
burly, marrow husband. She has a 
natural longing for beauty and romance 
which has never been satisfied and the 
dullness of her surroundings has only 
served to intensify her dissatisfaction. So 
she is carrying on an affair with the bill 
collector for a milk company. Her petty 
neighbors in the apartment are aware 
of this affair and, indeed, the greater 
part of their gossip concerns it. The 
husband, a jealous and suspicious man, 
hot tempered and brutal, also has 
heard of it. 


So one day after announcing that he 

leaving the city for a few days he re- 
turns umMmexpectedly to surprise Mrs. 
Maurrant and her lover in his apart- 
ment. In blind rage, and while under 
the influence of liquor, he murders them 
both. Later he is caught. 

That in brief is the essence of the play, 
but it is only the barest skeleton on 
which Rice has built a colorful epic off 
the insidious influence this drab in- 
fluence had in molding the lives of the 
people enmeshed in !t. Every ounce of 
their joys, sorrows, pain, pleasure is a 
living and breathing thing Like rats 
in a trap, they are stifled while life 
goes on about them, unconcerned, un- 
compromising. Street Scene is beauti- 
ful in its cruelty. 

To say that this play is on a par with 
Machinal or Gods of the Lightning is 
to put it very mildly. It is a swi.ter 
moving, more deftly written piece than 
either of them. One sees the forces 
at work in the first act and the cul- 
mination is reached in the second act 
with as swift and craftily staged a mur- 
der scene as has ever been seen on the

stage. In fact, the audience never sees 
the actual killing, since it all takes place 
in a second-story apartment of the 
brownstone house. One can see the 
struggle thru the windows. hear the 


screams, the revolver shots and see the 
Ie.c. make a desperate attempt to get 
out the window, only to be shot down 

But words cannot convey the surging 
rhythm of this play. nor describe its 
many moods, its perfect characteriza- 
tions, its pungent lines, its smothering 
air of reality. Suffice to say that it is 
tremendous achievement for all con- 
cerned. 

Erin O’Brien-Moore, as the daughter of 
the Maurrants, is deeply touching, deli- 
cate, even fragile, and her performance 
is one of beauty and power. Unaffected 
she carries dynamic tenderness to the 
part of this unhappy child caught in 
the mass of tragedy, an unwitting, inno- 
cent lookeron. Horace Brahams, as the 
Jewish boy who loves her, is sincere and 
renuine as the studious, idealistic youth, 
who is crushed by the smut and bull- 
iness with which he is forced to con- 
tend. Leo Bulgkov is strong, sure and 
forceful as a Russian radical, who argues 


that all pain and sorrow comes from 
economic evils 
Mary Servoss makes the murdered 


woman a sensual, but not hard, woman 
who has been defeated by her environ- 
ment, and Robert Kelley is excellent cast 
as the narrow, two-fisted and unrelent- 
ing husband who finally kills her. Sev- 


eral of the character bits are well-nigh 
perfect and, indeed, Street Scene may 
be set down as about the finest piece 


of casting that has been seen hereabouts 


in some time First honors must go 
to Beulah Bondi, as a gossipy. finnicky 
moronic Yankee woman whose chief 
trouble is that she talk: oO much and 
say o little Georce 


Hunibert is fine 
as a cheerful, generous Italian musicia! 
married to a German wife. played by 
Eleanor Wesselhocft 

Other excellent bits are contributed by 
Hilda Bruce. T. H. Manning, Joseph 
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Baird, Jane Corcoran, John M. Qualen, 
Anna Kostant, Miullicent Green an¢ 
Matthew McHugh. In fact, so uniformly 
expert is the cast that the entire per- 
sonnel might be listed 

However, one of the chief factors in 
making Street Scene a triumph 1s the 
extraordinary setting of Jo Mielziner. it 
is doubtful if realism in scenery has 
ever been better expressed than in the 
setting of this brownstone house. Im- 
aginative, true and in perfect attune with 
the play itself, this single setting itself 
is worth seeing. WILFRED J. RILEY

In an article for The New York Times, 


Ray Henderson, press representative for 
George Arliss in The Merchant of 
Venice, says in part: 


“Thru a booking 
range a week between Port 
Francisco.

To R-K-O 


NEW YORK. Jan. 14.—With the idea 
of putting the Radio name into the 
forefront in every possible way, the old 
initials of K-A-O to designate the 
Keith-Albee-Orpheum Corporation are to 
be subjugated almost entirely, altho the 
K-A-O Corporation is existent and is a 
subsidiary of R-K-O. 

The entire vaudeville circuit, its thea- 
ters and operations, including depart- 
ments, are to function under the official 
designation of R-K-O, with the possible 
exception of the booking exchange and 
such offiliations as the Western Vaude- 
ville Managers’ Association. 

New stationery is being printed and 
used for official purposes carrying the 
letterhead of Radio-Keith-Orpheum Cor- 
poration, without any mention of K-A-O 
or FBO, the picture subsidiary.

NTW YORK, Jan. 12.—Rumors from 
several sources, which, however, unof- 
fictal, are yet authoritative, Iink Radio- 
Keith-Orpheum and the Paramount- 
Publix interests in a deal that would 
doubt'ess take the shape of a working 
agreement for mutual benefit on both 
pictures and stage attractions. 

From an inside source in R-K-O, it 
was learned today that something has 
been said about such a deal, but that no 
definite details are known. 

For some time K-A-O has been very 
cordial to Paramount, which sells it 
half of its yearly output of pictures, 
giving the other half to Loew. Publix, 
the theater-operating chain of Para- 
mount, is close to K-A-O thru the book- 
ing of a representative number of its 


houses by the K-A-O 
change 

K-A-O stands so well with Paramount 
that so far as picture product is con- 
cerned, Loew does not get the slightest 
preference in spite of a working agree- 
ment with M-G-M. This year Loew made 
the division of the Paramount pictures, 
and let K-A-O choose the half it wanted, 
while last year K-A-O made the division 
and Loew the selection. In this way no 
favoritism is shown 

Fortunately for R-K-O, it picked the 
half that turned out to have the best 
pictures thus far. It got Wings, while 
Loew got The Wedding March. Also on 
the Loew list is The Patriot, which is 
proving a bad box-office draw out of 
town.

NEW YORK, Jan. 14—The trio of 
Joseph P. Kennedy, John J. Murdock and 
Pat Casey, who have their heads together 
fini plans-to form a vaudeville 


reuit, are reported willing to call a halt 
in their plans only when they have a 
of theaters and an organization 


that can compete very effectively with 
Radio-Keith-Orpheum 

In inside circles it is accepted as more 
than a rumor that the ultimate plan is 
to pull away from R-K-O the Proctor 
chain. Interstate, other strings and in- 
dividual houses that are not owned by 
R-K-O. but are simply booked by its 
vaudeville exchange and might be weaned 
away. 

A future alliance with the Stanley 
Company of America is not improbable, 
insiders claim. With the Stanley group 
out of R-K-O, and others rumored plan- 
ning quits, the nucleus of a gigantic 
circuit and booking office begins to loom 
with the possible combination of Stanley 
with what Kennedy, Murdock and Casey 
may have. 

Kennedy himself has valuable theater 
connections, as have Murdock and Casey 
Murdock himself owns a few vaudeville 
theaters thruout the country, and is in 
a position, it is believed, to get many 
others as a starter for the circuit he and 
his associates plan. 

A few months ago rumors cropped up 
anew that Murdock would probably re- 
tire. He has no such intention, and, altho 
a man on in years, he is still very young 
in action and ambition. Besides this, he 
is one of the shrewdest showmen in the 
industry. Casey, also, is no slouch as a 
showman, while as a politician he has 
every right to win several blue ribbons. 
With Kennedy the other member of the 
go-getting trio, it is incalculable what 
they might do toward building up new 
and formidable opposition, not only to 
K-A-O, but to Loew and other great cir- 
cuits. 

Vaudeville observers and showmen are 
already smiling with amusement in pre- 
dicting the possibility of the Kennedy- 
Murdock-Casey Circuit declaring K-A-O 
opposition for any of its acts.

“Revenues in that branch of the thea- 
ter industry which is concerned with 
the production and exhibition of motion 
pictures have been substantially ol 
creased in the past year by the con 
mercial exploitation and wide capella 


acceptance of movies with synchronized 
sound accompaniment. Moreover, since 
this type of entertainment is still in the 


novelty stage. and since at present less 
than half of the first-run theaters in the 


in 


United States are equipped to exhibit 

these features, it is probable that this 

expansion will continue during 1929. 
“Profits will, however, be somewhat 


limited by the tendency of film exports 
(which are responsible for from 25 to 
30 per cent of total revenues) to decline, 
due to foreign restrictions and increased 
production in other countries We 
anticipate a further decline in film 
exports. 

“In addition.

pace, of the integration of the industry, 
with further acquisition of exhibiting 
outlets by producers, etc. The keen com. 
petition resulting from this condition 
will probably eventuate in the elimina- 
tion or absorption of some of the weaker 
companies in the industry. 


“The indications are that the talkies 
will continue to hold their pre-eminent 
position thru most of 1929. Despite the 


fact that all large producers and ex- 
hibitors are desirous of having the neces- 


sary equipment installed in their thea- 
ters as quickly as possible so as to ob- 
tain the benefit of the present en- 
thusiasm for this type of amusoment, it 
has thus far been installed in only a 
little over 1,000 houses. However, in- 
stallations are now being made at the 
rate of 30 to 40 a week, and it is ex- 
pected that by the end of 1929 prac- 


tically all the first-run theaters will be 
able to show movies with the syn- 
chronized sound accompaniment. 

‘he result probably will be a con- 
Stantly increasing attendance at movie 
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theaters during the current vear No 
igures are available to show the grovth 
of attendance in 1928, following the in- 
troduction of the sound movie, but thers 
unquestionably was a mar oo gairm in 
paid admissions. Moreover, the inst«lla- 
tions are not yet sufficiently widespread, 
nor have they been in operation long 
enough to gratify the natural curiosity 
of most people as to how talking movie 
sound. Hence, whether increased ae 
tendance is a permanent achievement or 


not, it seems very probable that it will 
be witnesse a this year until most adults 
in the United States have seen at least 
one sound movie. 

“However, the expansion of 
revenue resulting from these attendance 
will not be completely reflected 
in net income. The application of sound 
to films and the exhibition of the re- 
sults increase costs, which are already 
giving cause for concern to producers. 
Installations for theaters cost from $5,000 
to $12,000, and, altho the payments can 
be spread over a number of years, the 
burden is fairly heavy. Moreover, it 
naturally costs more to make a film 
with sound. At present the revenues 
from larger attendance more than absorb 
these increased charges and it is possible 
that higher box-office prices can be 
secured as further offsets. But as the 
novelty wears off, and as more theaters 
install sound-reproducing apparatus, 
this increase of costs may be expected 
to present more and more of a problem. 

“From a production standpoint, Warner 
Bros. is at present able to secure the 
greatest benefits from the sound movie; 
first, because it had a two-year start on 
most of the others, and second, because 
it receives revenues, thru Vitaphone, 
from Electrical Research Products, the 
leading manufacturer of sound movie 
equipment. Fox Films has been able to 
profit also from its experience in making 


gross 


gains 


sound news reels, while Paramount and 
Loew have benefited thru the increased 
recel pts of their large theater holdings 


Experience of other producers has been 
more irregular. 

“As to the future, much depends on 
how individual companies adapt them- 
selves to changing conditions and 
trends. There are few industries so 
susceptible to new and in many cases 
revolutions developments. Present cost 
problems wi!l be solved by some com- 
panies and not by others, as have past 
cost problems and as will be future cost 
problems that may arise from the ap- 
plication of color to film or the intro- 
duction of television devices. At present 
television is in the same stage as radio 
development was a number of years ago, 
but it apparently has bigger problems to 
solve. According to scientists in a posi- 
tion to know, television, on a commercial 
scale, cannot be a competitor in the 
amusement and entertainment industry 
for some years to come. 

“Meanwhile the trend of motion pic- 
ture company is still upward. 
Practically every concern in this field 
enjoyed larger profits in 1928 than in 
1927. The four leading companies, which 
have published reports covering the first 
Nine months of last year, showed an 
average increase of 25.4 per cent in in- 
come.

Ann Davis is outstanding in 
the role of the wife and at times reaches 
moments that are genuinely moving 
Allan Dinehart also is effective as the 
husband and he succeeds in striking 
a well-toned plaintive note for that 
sincere but misguided character 

Helen Chandler is delicate and fin 
as the young sister and contributes one 
of the best performances of her career 
Helen Flint is equally as effective as 
the mistress. Some excellent and re- 
lieving comedy is offered by Elizabeth 
Patterson as the mother-in-law, and 
Ernest Wood as her son-in-law.

Ameri- 
can circus acts going to South America 
should go before authorities of the re- 
spective countries they are going to ap- 
pear in and have thefr contracts legalized 
before leaving this country. This, how- 
ever, they failed to do and they could 
not hold Tattali for the contracts he 
made with the performers in the States.” 


BERT G. CAMPBELL, of Osceola, Ia., 
commenting on the article, How To 
Eliminate the Circus-Pass Evil, by 
Fletcher Smith, in last week's issue, 
says: “I think it is a subject that ought 
to be agitated as much as possible, also 
different viewpoints given so that 
a definite solution may be reached. I 
want to illustrate a case—‘pass graft'— 
that happened here in the ‘90s. Twice 
the Ringling Bros. showed here and 
were treated fine. As proof, one of the 
Ringlings made the statement that Os- 
ceola was the best show town of its size 
in which they had ever shown. But the 
next time the show wanted in, here is 
what was handed the circus: Our mayor 
wanted $500 license, the circus to stand 
good for all crossings (wooden) dam- 
aged; our lot man wanted $100 for 24- 
hour lease and 150 passes. Well, the 
Ringlings didn't show here, but made 
the statement that Osceola would be 
blackballed as far as a real circus was 
concerned Did their statement hold 
good? I say it did, and has, for since 
1916 there has been no real circus except 
the Wallace Show, brought in by the 
Commercial Club. I have often thought 
in regard to a circus giving so many 
passes just where and how they could 
really make any money. I wonder jus! 
how something of this order would help 
eliminate the pass evil. Suppose that 4 
circus had on its itinerary several towns 
in succession, I mean from 25 to 40 
miles apart. Why not place the circus 
under some local lodge, band, fire de- 
partment or legion with this under- 
standing; that the order which might 
contract with the circus must furnish 
all license, permits of all kinds, also a 
24 or 48-hour lease on the lot; the 
circus to give or allow a certain per 
cent, which they could figure at about 
what it would cost them (the circus) 
for license, lot, etc., which would elimi- 
nate the advance agent's presence until 
he could come to receive the signed 
papers which would be understood to 
be ready when the advance man should 
arrive. Something along this order 
would let the circus out of giving free 
passes only what would be absolutely 
proper. The order taking the show con- 
tract might make a few dollars and yet 
not cost the circus as much as if they 
were to contract with the city, because 
the circus would not be compelled to 
pay out free passes if the show was 
under auspices of some order.”

What Makes a Bronk Rider 


By Ethel LaGrande 


Many people have asked what makes 
a bronk rider, or why do cowboys and 
cowgirls want to ride outlaws, why are 
they not satisfied with just fast or 
ordinary riding? 


My idea is that they do so to satisfy 
a restless spirit or a desire to conquer 
the bronk. Some perhaps do so thinking 
they may acquire much notoriety and 
publicity or to win prizes and earn 
money, many making it a profession thru 
which to earn their living. Some have a 
longing to be looked upon as brave, 
fearless and unafraid of the unbroken 
mustang, In many cases there is a desire 
and longing to satisfy great sorrow or 
disappointments that have come to them 
in life. There may have been a broken 
home, a love affair that did not develop 
Perhaps they became desperate and 
craved for the experience of riding an 
outlaw and after the novelty had worn 
out had given up bronk riding as a pro- 
fession. Again they may keep it up as 
lone as they are able to ride: 


Many do it because they are natural 
born bronk riders and do so for the love 
of the sport alone and may be seeking 
a career as a famous rider of outlaws. A 
few strive for the world's championship 
title and so they keep it up for years. 
Some become discouraged and drop out. 
Often friends or relations use their in- 


fluence to discourage them. Many have 
no encouragement. 

Some are called fools and laughed at, 
and often a cowboy is called by the 
public a fake or a drug-store cowboy 

My opinion is when the bronk-riding 
buge stings you, you are stung 
hardly ever get over it 
overtakes you or you are 
killed 

There are born cowboys and cowzirls 
It runs in their families and as a rule 
the biggest majority of them are a 
happy-go-lucky sort 

We can find many reasons for bronk 
riding. Being a bronk rider myself, I 
think it requires considerable nerve, as 
we never know when we mount a bronk 
what the outcome will be. Each ride 
lay be our last one. Most cowboys do 
not take life seriously, but after all they 
afford much entertainment for the pub- 
lic; tho it is a dangerous sport, it is a 
great and wonderful experience. 

Some of our greatest riders have lost 
their lives while attempting to ride out- 
laws. Persons on the outside criticize 
and think we are not human and wicked 
and call it cruelty to dumb animals 
There are very few bronk riders who do 
not love horses and understand their 
ways and natures. To me a horse is a 
noble animal, flesh and blood and half 
akin to humans and capable of affection.
